TDXB Writes a Letter

Dear Dave: 


Thanks for reminding me, on Jan 
2, to listen on the new i0 MHz band. I 
have, of course, tuned around all three 
new bands, 10, 18, and 24 MHz, on and off 
for two years now. It was appropriate 
that you were the one to remind me last 
week, since as a member of our WARC team 
you were greatly responsible for our get- 
ting the new bands. We are grateful. 


In the first seven days of 1982, 
I have heard fifteen different countries 
on 10.1 MHz, including the following: Cé6A, 
DL, G, GI, GM, HB9, LA, OE, OK, OX, VK, 
YU, 2S, 5N, and 9K2. I'm sure there have 
been more. As we expected, the band seems 
to be a happy amalgam of 40 and 20 Meters; 
VK stations are coming through both short 
path in the morning and long path around 
2000 UTC. What a pleasure to hear VK2PP 
and G3UKS having a contact, both stations 
$7 in Connecticut! This on a 40-Meter 
dipole, no less. 


There are still plenty of commer- 
cial stations in the 50 KHz segment which 
we will claim for our own some day. They 
are quite loud but seem to not be in the 
lower 15 KHz of the segment, which is 
where I have found most of the amateur 
signals. I trust it will not be long be- 
fore these stragglers are kicked out and 
we have the space to ourselves. And I 
am hopeful that our Senate and FCC will 
get going on regulations and treaty rati- 
fication so U.S. amateurs may use the 
new band. This year sometime, you say? 
Great!

The burning question is, of course, 
which U.S. amateurs will be allowed in the 
new band, and what mode will they be auth- 
orized to operate? You (the League) 
proposed CW and RTTY only, and a power 
limit of 250 watts input. I fully agree 
with the former and partially agree with 
the latter. Since 50 KHz is so little 
space, it would seem ludicrous to allow 
any but the narrowest of signals on the 
band...the lesser the bandwidth the more 
hams can be accomodated. I have not heard 
an SSB signal on the band from any of the 
countries which have appeared thus far. 


As for the 250-watt power limit, 
I know this is in keeping with the limit 
now imposed on Novice class operators. 
That Novice limit was a mistake, and making 
it the 10 MHz limit would be, also. Most 
amateur rigs are still in the 15@-200 watt 
input category. How many hams will feel 
the urge to turn on linear amplifiers to 
boost their input to 250 watts (or more)? 
And why not measure output, not input? 
How about 100 watts output? 


I remember the excitement in the air 
the night the new Extra class segments were 
opened for use in 1968. That event will 
pale in comparison to what will happen the 
day we are allowed on 10 MHz. I am pub- 
lishing this letter in TDXB not to try 
to influence anyone, but rather hoping that 
many readers will be inspired to write to 
you and express their opinions on the best 
uses for the new band(s). This is a case 
where we really can influence our operating 
future.

If you are in a position to have this rec- 
tified on the Maps or make the fact known 
that a pirate station is working from S. @ 
Sandwich we VP8s would much appreciate (it).
